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JEWISH PATRIOTISM. 


SERMON BY THE REV. I. HARRIS. 


Preaching last Sabbath at the West London Synagogue of British Jews, 
the Rev. Isipore Harris spoke upon the subject of Jewish Patriotism in 
connection with the national call to arms. He based his discourse on 
1. Samuel. ii.. 7: “And the fear of the Lord fell on the people, and they came 
out as one man.” Saul had received intelligence that the men of Jabesh Gilead 
were being besieged by Nahash, the Ammonite, They were in danger of being 
forced into a shameful surrender unless he hastened to their assistance. The 
appeal aroused in him a generous anger against his peoples enemy. “The spirit 
of the Lord came upon him when he heard these tidings. and his anger was 
kindled greatly.” Although he had been but newly appointed King, apd could 
scarcely be said as yet to have gained the allegiance of his suljects, he summoned 
them to march with bim against the oppressor. They responded to his call * as 
one man,” to the number of three hundred thousand. | 

The ancient story. said the preacher, was repeating itself in our time 
with a remarkable coincidence, <A cr) for help from England's beleaguered 
subjects across the seas had reached the mother-country to which she had 
determined to respond with all her might and strength. They had seen that 
week euch a rousing of the national spirit as might be described in the words of 
the text “And the fear of the Lord fell on the people, and tiey came ont as 
one man Such a manifestation of patriotism on the part of all classes of 
Englishmen had perhaps never been witnessed before, had certainly never been 
surpassed in the annals of their country. It had been a striking object lesson to 
the nations of the earth, it had been a revelation even to themselves, <A people 
not east down in the hour of its greatest misfortunes, but rising from them to 
the highest-pitch of enthusiasm and self-sacrifice, was not a people of whose 
destiny there was occasion to despair. Like Saul and his followers they hac 
risen to agreat emergency. Living as they had been during the past 
week in an atmosphere charged with such fervent patriotism, he could 
not choose but speak upon this subject, with special reference to the 
patriotism devolving upon Jews, an! which so many coreligionists had 
already evinced in a single degree, It was a cause of profound satisfaction 
that not only were Jews enrolled among the regiilar forces who at that 
moment were defending the Empire, or on their way to join in its defence, but 
during the past week some hundreds had enthusiastically responded to the call 
of duty as volunteers, Heneed not dwell on the spirit. of sacrifice that had 

impelled them to this step. It was truly “the fear of the Lord” which had 
fallen on them. and moved them “as one man” to hasten to the succour of their 
insieged countrymen. They rejoiced that the opportunity had been given them 
to prove that Jewish loyalty is no mere lip-profession, but a very real sentiment 
inspiring them to vive up much that they hold near and dear out of love for their 
country. When the retle te ad On the unatinted rosity which Knvland 
had shown to him and his, how she bestowed the fullest privileges of citizenship 
on the meanest Jew who cared to have them, and extended the priceless blessing 
of perfect freedom to all men of all creeds, whether citizens of the Empire or not, 
no sacrifice seo med to him too precious to make for such a land, 

Referring to the recent demonstrations of loyalty at a vathering of East 
End Jews. which had been described as “a lesson in the potentialities of 
toleration, the preacher observed that.Envland had opened her doors wide to 
the strangers of all classes and creeds, and to-day she was reaping the fruits 
of her generous policy.. Jewish aliens, poor and feeble when they craved her 
hospitality sper lily became a source of strength to the Empire. With such 
virtues as they possessed, they helped to build up its wealth and resources, 
They became devoted patriots, and their children, if not themselves, were 
performing deeds of valour on the battle-field which would shed immortal glory 
on the Jewish name. England's policy. presented a striking contrast to that of 
the ancient king of Egypt, of which they read in the portion of the Law for 
that week. He would “ deal wisely’ with the children of Israel, and so prevent 
them from making common cause with Ligypt's enemies, But far wiser was 
England. She knows that the Israelite who settles in her Empire will fight not 
on the side of her enemies but against them. ‘To ber honour she realizes that 
there is no surer way of converting alien subjects into patriotic citizens than 
by extending the same measure of freeiom to all. That led him to remark 
that, as Jews, their patriotic ardour was fired by this war in a special degree 
because it was a righteous war, undertaken in defence of those principles of 
freedom which Jews venerated above everythiny. Their Bible rested on the 
doctrine of human rights. “There shall be one law unto the homeborn an: 
unto the stranger.” That, next to the belief in one God, was the most precious 
principle Jews had given to the world, When, then, they beheld their country 
making such appalling sacrifices for its recognition, they could not, they dared 
not, stand aside from the struggle as mere benevolent spectators. 

True, Jews were strongly addicted to the pursuits of peace. They were no 
lovers of fighting for its own sake, and they hailed with enthusiasm the recent 
Conference which had for its object to bring nearer the prospects of universal 
peac No people had- sung the praises of peace so ardently had prayed for its 
biessings so fe rvenily But they recognise that there were greater ev en 
than war. For a nation whose Government was the most beneficent the world 
had ever seen to be false to its ideals of justice would be a greater calamity to 
the world, a more terrible |:|low to civilisation, than. war itself. Believers in 
Messianism though they were they must recognis that there wire times when. 
in the language of 1! prophet Joel, God speaks to the nations and bids them 
‘Beat vour ploughshares into swords, and your pruning-hooks into spears, le! 
the weak say | am Strong. 

And though war was a terrible evil, it was not an unmixed one, If. it let 
loose our ferocious passions. it Was also an oecasion for calling forth all that was 
most venerous human nature, it united all lasses of Anation in supreme 
effort for the common good. ‘The sorrows and anxieties inseparable from it 
puriti the national conscience. inspired inmen and women a Spurit of 
devotion whieh was so noble, because it was so unconscious. Suffering, hardship, 
death itself, were all transfigure! yn the imagination of him who was thrilled 
with the love of fatherland. All considerations of self wereswallowed up in the 
consuming affection which the patriot bore for his country. With such teelings 
had they seen a whole nation stirred during the past week. And as they looked 
upon this sublime spectacle of devotion to a great cause, they themselves were 
uplifted, for they had seen human nature at its best,

Children’s Service at the Great Synagogue. 


A CORRESPONDENT, 

The third Children’s Service was held at the Great Synagowne on Saturda 
last, when the Rev. B. BERLINER was the preacher. On this occasion the 
Sabbath School took no part in the proceedings, either by sending a contingent 
of children or by giving the use of its two choirs. The service was simp!) th: 
ordinary Sabbath Mincha Service with an address thrownin. In place therefore 
of an overcrowded synagogue; there were only about 250 children present from 
the various schools to whom invitations had been sent, This in itself is not 
all a bad attendance, and although there did not seem to be any helpers pris 
the children kept very quiet and still. The major part of the boys said their 
prayers, evidently being used to attend synagogue. The preacher was very 
happy in the method of his address on the subject of Moses in the Bulrushes 
Prefacing his remarks with a short resume of the Bible narrative, he paused at 
intervals for the children to fill in the particulars, and his youthful congregants 
showed their knowledge of the subject by viving the desired information in 
chorus, The difficulty of addressing children in language snited to their minds 
and their varying ages is very great. They are totally unlike a grown-up 
congregation, not requiring constant chanve and variety, but delight: in 
learning again and again that with which they are already familiar. 

The policy of giving a fictitious success to these services by calling the 
Sabbath School away from its legitimate work to crowd the synagogue -is 4 
wrong one, and should be discontinued. The moral teaching which it is th 
purpose of the services to impress on the young, they already are receiving 
under the most favourable circumstances, and it is an old truism that between 
“two stools” a person falls to the ground, 

There is ample need for Children’s services, and with Jews’ Free Sclhioo 
and the Board Schools there must be quite 5,000 children to draw upon, more 
than enough to fill the synagogue many times over. Bpt to succeed there 
must be a personal element in the matter. The Wardens may “comman 
children to attend, but they must be got at in a more human and sympathety 
manner, If there were a minister attached to the Great Synagogue, much of 
this difficulty would disappear, but although the City. Aas a minister the 
authorities do not seem to have taken advantave of his beiny oo the spot 
The Rev. 8S. Levy, minister of the New Synagogue, ix young and active with 
pli nty of energy, and it seems a pity that with such a man available his services 
should not be utilised. One man with a fixed idea might succeed, where many 
men and divers methods would fail. It is essentially a personal matter, and 


the organizer should be known alike to the children and to the helpers it woul 
be necessary to get. ‘The task is at best an uphill one, and success which com: 
slowly is the surest and best. \

As a matter of fact, it is no 
The calends of January were 
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least the time of the Jalian reformation of the calendar. Already in the age of 
Numa (according to ()vid) the day had been dedicated to Janus, the double- 
faced deity who faced the future as well as the past. It used to be celebrated 
by various pagan observances in which the early Christians joined in spite 
of the protests of Synods and Church Fathers. It was only at a subsequent 
date converted into a religions festival in commemoration of the Circumcision 
of the Founder of Christianity. Thus even the secular New \ ear 


is not altogether devoid of Jewish features, but may be cited 
as a remarkable instance of the power with which our 
ancient ritual has impressed itself on the modern life of non- 
Jews. Independently of this consideration, the first of January 


claims our attention as being a great division of time which is observed by 
the majority of civilized nations, and by which the progress of the modern 
world is almost universally measured. It would argue an unnatural want of 
interest in what is going on around us, if wa did not feel that when midnight 
closes in on the 3lst December a new chapter is opened up in our secular 
fe which may be fraught with the most momentous consequences to us and 
onr country. The Jew is accustomed to the observance of more than one 
new year in the course of twelve months. In ancient times, we are informed 
by the Mishna, he had no less than four such epochs. 


Bat the New Year which is about to dawn upon us 
has a significance of its own, for it will usher in the 
closing year of the nineteenth century. Sach acentury 
of progress the world has never known. It stands out conspicnously from 
every hundred years which has preceded it. Whether we consider the inven- 
tons in science and art which have followed upon one another with almost 
confusing rapidity, the constant growth of material comfort, the progress o! 
education, or the strenuous endeavour for the improvement of the hambler 
classes of society, which is a characteristic of the age, the century now nearing 
its end is one to look back upon with wonderment and gratitude. lor Jews 
the story of progress has been a more chequered one. The promises of 
social and political amelioration held out at the commencement of the century 
are far from having been realised at its «lose. ver a large portion of the 
Continent the nineteenth centary is entering upon its last year franght with 
events that must convey a distinct disappointment to the Jews of lurope. 
England happily stands out as a signal exception. Here there has been a 
record of continuous and unbroken advancement. The growth of the Jewish 
community in the British Isles has been phenomenal : its social, educational 
and religous advancement has kept pace with its increase of nambers. What 
that increase has amounted to may be inferred from the fact that at the com- 
mencement of the century there existed in the metropolis but five synagogues, 
whereas to-day there are not less than forty-seven. Indeed the importance of 
the Anglo-Jewish community has risen by leaps and bounds. There is not 
a single disability which the expiring century has not completely swept away. 
For the Maglish nation at largs we h ype’and believe that, 
the clonds which lower on its fortunes at the present moment, the coming 
year will be the brightest it has ever known. With Heaven's blessing there 
can be but one issue to the straggle for supremacy now being waged in South 
Africa, England's arms mast prove victorious in the end. her (lag will waye 
unchallenged from Cape Town to the Zambesi, and the mother of free nations 
will emerge from her contest with the forces of reaction mightier and prouder 
than ever. [Defects in our military system will be remedied, and it is not 
impossible that the conditions of party government may have to be seriously 
modified in the near future. la any circumstances, the year 1900 is 
| kely to prove the starting-point of vital changes in our attitude towards 
many great national questions. ‘It is, therefore, no ordinary year on which 
we are about to enter. We may appropriately apply to it the words of the 
old Hebrew prayer: ‘ May the old year and its misfortunes pass away, may 
the new year be ushered in with all its blessings.”

In the preliminary 
steps which Jed to that memorab'e meeting, he exhibited much personal zeal. 
It was as much due to his ‘irace as to any man outside our community that 
the idea of holding the meeting was persevered in despite some opposition in 
niluential quarters. He was one of the tirat to sign the requisition to the 
ord Mayor asking him to convene a meeting of the citizens of London to 


give a public expression of opinion “ respecting the renewed persecutions (o 
which’ millions of the Jewish race are subjected in Russia under the y, 
severe and exce))tional edicts and disabilities.

Grace filled the honourable position of moving the first resolution dey |oriy.

The whereabouts of the Land of Ophir is a question 
which, in the past, has greatly exercised the minds of 
students. We know it to have been a maritime or 
riverside region from: which the Hebrews and [’b.nicians 
in the time of Solomon obtained gold of proverbial fineness and other precious 
products. ‘The fleets of Solomon and Hiram sailed thither from the sea-port 
of Ezion-Gieber, on the shores of the Red Sea. Leaving ont of account 
sach far-fetched identifications as Pern, Iberia. and Phrygia, learned opinion 
has been abont eqnally divided between Arabia and India as the location o! 
the ancient phir, In favour of Arabia the tenth cha) ter of (-enesis has 
been quoted, and the fact that Arabia is spoken of by ancient writers as a 
gold-bearing country. The suj porters of the Indian theory, on the other 
hand, have a; ealed to the authority of Josephus, and have argued that 
all the imports from Ophir were essentially Indian products. 
of Africa have also been urged, though less strongly. It has been pointed 
out that the East Coast of Africa would be easily accessible to Solomon s 
fleet, and some connection has been suggested between the names of )phir 
and Africa. In modern times the African theory has gained considerable 
ground, while the recent discoveries of ancient-workings in the mines ol 
Mashonaland point with great probability to the region of the Zambesi or the 
Pangwe as the spot which is so frequently referred to in the Scriptural 
Writings. In connection with this view great interest attaches to 
the theory of Dr. Carl Peters, the well-known African 
arrived in England, who claims to have discovered the Biblical Ophir.

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The Causes of Anti-Semitism in Austria. 


‘BY OUR VIENNA CORRESPONDENT. 


At the present moment it may not be inopportune to discuss the existence 
of anti-Semitism and its causes. When we regard the benevolent passivity of 
the clergy and the authorities in this country towards anti-Semitism the ques- 
tion presses itself on many non-Jews, and even on individual Jews, whether we 
ourselves may not have given sume impetus to a movement which has to be 
taken into account as one of the dominant factors of the inner policy of 
Austria. 

It is undeniable that the majority of non-Jews, and, unfortunately, also the 
majority of Jews themselves, are very unfamiliar with Jewish history. For 
those acquainted with the different phases of our history are well aware that in 
all ages there existed a species of anti-Semitism, even if it did not always bear 
the same name, and employed different methods to justify its existence. Hatred 
of the Jews has never been completely extinguished since the diaspora of the 
Jewish nation. Sometimes great, at other times small events sufficed to make 
the flames burst forth afresh. “In every generation there have arisen against 
us those who would destroy us '—these are the words we repeat every Passover 
at the Seder table. But that Jew-hatred in our own times, while penetrating 
into many lands, should have attained such immense proportions in Austria, 
hes in the development and superstructure of the State. 

With the exception of Russia, Austria is the one European State which 
consists of the largest number of nationalities. No less than ten different races 

, are to be found here, all of them fighting each other to such an extent that a 
| peaceful era seldom exists, and then only when the strength or the material 
resources of the combatants have become exhausted. To these must be added 
one other factor which plays an important part in the struggle. Austria (from all 
these considerations Hungary is excluded) has always stood and still stands under 
clerical domination. Excepting Spain and Italy there is no country on the continent 
which has more felt the presence of Catholicism, and that often most forcibly. than 
Austria. In order to make this clear, a few figures may be quoted from the census of 
18%). The Catholic Church in Austria has nine archbishops and twenty-five 
bishops, besides three vicars-general. More than 16,**) priests were at that 
tims occupied in the care of souls. In addition. there were 4/0 monks and 
more than 14") nuns. More striking, however, than these fiwures are historical 
data. Every one who knows history is aware what Austria owes to this 
influence, which has largely contributed to the present untoward condition of 
the State. It may be added that in a population of about twenty-four millions 
more than nine and a half millions are illiterate. The proportion is particularly 
large in Galicia and the Bukowina. In Galicia, in 18%), out of every i100 males, 
bo, and out of every 100 females 72 were illiterate. In revard to religion, 9! 
per cent, of the population of Austria are Roman Catholics; and 48 per cent 
geeare Jews. InGalicia and the Bukowina the population of Jews rises to 11} 
per cent, and 127 per cent. respectively. 

This is not the place to enter minutely into all the matters of such 
moment to the consideration of the Jewish question in Austria, for, however 
comprehensive such a review might be it could not take all the circumstances 
into account, I[t can only briefly be pointed out that the facts stated above, the 
enduring and mostly banefal influence of the Catholic clergy, and the equally 
unexterminable national strife, together with a frequently unfortunate external 
policy, have made Austria in many respects a retrogressive State. To these 
evils must be added a series of economic crises, which naturally dragved the 
country into a pitiable situation. All these factors had considerable effect in 
increasing the numbers of the proletariat and in the impoverishment of persons 
moving in higher circles. These many circumstances’ made it easy for dema- 
gogues and short-sighted agitators to point to the Jews as the principal cause 
for the general downfall. Hence, in Austria, anti-Semitism is. above all. a 
religious and national, and also largely social, movement. which is rendered 
doubly dangerous owing to the lack of education among the greater portion of 
the Austrian people. 

To take the field against religious Anti-Semitism would be all but futile. 
Belief or superstition and fanaticism will only very gradually yield to the 
influence of the progress of civilisation, Argument and logic are of no avail 
whatsoever. How far the policy of the Church uses or rather abuses its power 
on true believers, the sorrowful times through which we are passing clearly show. 
The Vatican and those who serve it are, it is well-known, the most circumspect 
and the most inconsiderate of diplomatists. [need only give one proof. The 
higher clergy in Austria has always viewed the Anti-Semitic movement with 
benevolent passivity ; the lower clergy belonged and still belong to the most 
E ardent apostles of Anti-Semitism. It cannot be doubted, however that. if its 

interests required it, the Church could easily dissociate itself from this kind of 
y Anti-Semitism. But as 1 have already shown, the Jews have nothing to hope 
mek: for from the Church, Itis almost unnecessary to declare that the Jews have 
i | never and nowhere in the slightest degree done anything to insult the religious 
feeling of the Catholic population. The charve brought against them in this 


respect is that they have associated themselves with the Liberals, who are 
regarded by the Clericals as the enemies of religion, although the so-called 
Austrian Liberals have never known anything of true liberalism, and are too 
backward in thought to enter into a real contlict with the Church. 


The participation of the Jews in yeneral politics, and the means by which 
Jews sought, at any cost, to join the different nations, has placed them in an 
unfavourable position towards the nationalities in general. This is a note- 
worthy chapter in the history of the Jews in every country. the chapter of 
assimilation, Never have the historical needs of a people been more misunder. 
stood and more unfortunately carried out than the so-called assimilation of the 
Jews. It is not saying too much if one attributes to this entirely misconceived 
desire for assimilation a large share in the renewed outbreak of Jew-hatred. 
It can be affirmed that the irrational assimilation movement in Austria bas 
suffered total shipwreck, but, unfortunately, only after the Jews had drawn on 
themselves, in the most intense manner, the hatred of all the nationalities. 
Under the idea of assimilation the Jews did not understand a desire to share in 
the civilising life of all nations, to attain the level of present-day culture, and 
to perform their duties as citizens of a modern state. Such a course would have

been necessary and proper, but they wanted to do more, They wished io je 
merged in the nations in whose midst they dwell. They wished to rejo; 
everything that was Jewish and only to form a modern religion which possil)ly 
might exist side by side with the other religions. They imagined they could 
create a Jewish religion, without Jewish spirit, without Jewish feeling. (), 
account of this fundamental error, their plans met with failure. They pri sod 
themselves into the Christian society of the different nations, with the |ec, 
intentions it must be admitted ; but they only succeeded in attracting the hair. 4 
and envy of the nations whom they served as well as of the other nations |; 
not unfrequently happened among Christians that the three sons of one father 
belonged to three different nations; the German brother persecuted with }h:« 
hatred the one having Czech feelings and both together fought against the Pole. 
This may appear incredible, but it is true. These assimilants were only unite: 
in one point ; in the fullest contempt for the Jews. 

To make matters worse, the Jews in Bohemia and Moravia, living as th. y 
do in the midst of a Czech population, for a long time helped the Germiay 
minority with their votes and their influence to gain the upper hand. T},. 
brought on them the hatred of the Czechs. But when the Jews turned round 
and entered. the Czech canip, the Germans who are the worst enemies of ‘he 
Jews cried out that they were betrayed. The same fate has pursued the Jews 
in Galicia, There, in the eastern part, the Ruthenians form by far the majorit, 
of the population. Thanks to the policy of the wealthy Jews an of a lar. 
portion of the cultured Jews who are adherents of the predominating Poles, |), 
Jews contributed to prevent the clection of Ruthenian deputies to the 
Reichsrath, and to place the dominant Polish clique on the pedestal of still grea‘er 
power. Then came the frightful exploitation of the Polish people by the 
Schlachta, the powerful political organisation of which I have spoken in a 
previous letter. As the Jews felt themselves dependent on the goodwill of the 
Schlachta, they were made the tools of this body, and thus became the objects 
of the hatred of the lower and middle classes. This leads up to the third species 
of anti-Semitism—the social. 

I do not propose to enumerate the numerous complaints made atall times 
by the enemies of the Jews with respect to their economical situation. These 
charges have on. many sides been weakened by a true appreciation of the real! 
state of thinus. That the commercial activity of the Jews became great. 
because nearly everywhere they were restricted to trade, cannot be denied 


Nor will a faithful reporter contest the fact that in former times 
Jewish usurers were to be found in Galicia. But this dishonourable 


calling was not followed by the entire body of Jews. The recently deceased 
Dr. Smolka, who wasfor along time President of the Austrian Chamber of 
Deputies, controverted all the accusations brought against the Jews in th: 
speeches which he delivered in the Galician Diet in the year 1868 in favow 
of Jewish emancipation. To-day there are scarcely any Jews in Galicia to 
whom the term usurer can be applied. At the present moment these peop) 
chiefly suffer on account-.of their being the tools of the political oryani- 


sition “Schlachta,’ and thus supporting this body in its political and 
economical exploitation of the people. And even here but a_ very 
small portion of the blame attaches to Jews. The whole country 


groans under the tyranny of this clique, and the Jews with their entire mean: 
of existence are handed over to the tender mercies of the Galician authorities, 
ie.,, the aristocratic district high functionaries. Is it a wonder then that tl: 
As there is no 
Jewish organisation in Galicia, which can support their unfortunate coreligionist- 
in a campaign agianst the ruling forces, they are still further forced to bear 
upon their shoulders the hatred of the people, The Schlachta, which would 
like to throw the entire responsibility for their misdeeds on the Jews, has lately 
established the so-called “ Kolkarolnicze’ (Christian provision stores) at the head 
of which are the local priests, in order to put an end to the exploitation pursue: 
by the Jews. In reality the object is to mislead the people and to transfer 
to the Jews the hatred felt for the Schlachta. But our people are so weak 
and their leaders such devoted servants of the Schlachta, that it would be 
impossible to make headway against the cligue. Even the enemivs of the 
(Gialician Jews would not venture to say that a small minority of them are 
wealthy. ‘The small number of well-to-do Jews, owing to their close connection 
with the Schlachta, have done everything to increase the hatred of the people 
for the Jews. In addition to the half million of Jewish beggars, there is a class 
not far removed from them. of Jewish workmen, then the Jews who follow the 
liberal professions, and who also are likely to sink into the proletariat, and finally 
(00 landed proprictors (these are the rich) and 7%} large farmers, who may be 
regarde as the class in easy circumstances. The social hatred of the Jews in 
Galicia thus stands in close relationionship to their political oppression. 

In the rest of Austria, the Jews for the most part are also engaged in tra:le 
and in‘lustry, and in the liberal and teaching professions. The proportion of 
rich is scarcely greater than among Christians. The few large fortunes which 
are in the hands of Jews, or of converted Jews. always serve to increase the 
envy and hatred of the people, although the possessors of these fortunes are but 
little in touch with their coreligionists. The third generation, often the secon‘, 
falls away from Judaism, but all Jews have to bear their sin. 

That Jewish competition makes itself felt is undeniable. In the wenera! 
state of commercial depression all competition is unpleasant. The business 
routine, the energy and the ability of the Jews render them competitors to 
be feared. It is not surprising, therefore, that Jew-haters create a belief in the 
might of the Jews, and that the people put faith in the fable. The people 
do not ask about economic laws and the reasons for their material downfal! 
and so the agitators have an easy task to incite hatred avainst the Jews in the 
impoverished, uncivilised and half-starved masses. On these poor masses, 
poor in mind and even in substance. every accusation works with full effec’, 
the more incredible, the more dastardly they are, so much the better. Hence 
the “ blood accusation” has found in them convinced believers, and the author 

ties and clergy do nothing to lead these deluded beings out of the path of 
ignorance. If there are any friends of the Jews, or any Jews themselves who 
imagine that the Jews in Austria have, through their religious practices, con- 
tributed in the slightest degree to a justification of the charge, one fact wil! 
suffice to prove the contrary, At Blois, in France, on the 26th May (2Uth 
Sivan), 11/1, 44 men and 17 women of Jewish race were burnt at the stake 
for having, as it was alleged, killed a Christian child on their Passover iv!

Cape Town-—A Strange Matrimonial Suit.

It is not often that Jewish pos figure in actions for the dissoly:ic 
the marriage contract, least of all when such actions promise to hee a ener of 
ases in the reports. Yesterday, however, an appeal was heard in the Cane 
Supreme Court, the decision in which, when given, will settle the South Afric 3 
iw on the subject. A woman named Nesche Brande instituted sro. sadings for 
‘dicial separation, on the ground of ill-treatment, against ber od. Aa 
Brande, a trader residing at Oudtshoorn. Owing to the solicitations of the eo we r 
and of his father, the proceedings were stayed by the wife. and the nertios 
entered into an agreement, one of the clauses whereo! provicl d that * Should 
ber husband, the said Aaron Brande, ill-treat her, or shiould «h find it fron 
ome other just and lawful cause necessary to leave him, or should thee find 7, 
mpossible any longer to live together, then and in that vase they mutually aun si 
hereby to appear before a notary public and enter into a deed of « paration. he 
the sali Aaron Brande, to pay the said Nesche brands in om. 
ber share in the community existing between them, and the sum of ©5 Ds . 
month on the first day of each and every month during the Yaa 
they live apart.” Afterwards, Brande having continued to jll-treat his 
wife, she brought an action against him in the Circnit Court at Oudtshoorn 
tor judicial separation. The judge granted a separation, and made ne 
order for a division of the joint property of the spouses, who were married in 
what is known in Roman-Dutch law as “ community of property.” The 
refused, however, to give effect to the agreement between the parties relating 
to the payment of a lump sum of £300 and £5 per month, holding that such an 
agreement was contrary to public policy, as it contemplated a future dissolution 
of the marriage. From this judgment the wif. appealed, claiming that ful! 
effect should be given to the agreement. Thelearned judge based his decision on 
the leading English cases. It was argued on the other side. that this did not 
apply in Koman law, and that the Envlish casés were based on the theory of 
the entire indissolubility of the marriage contract. a theory much impaired 
by recent decisions. ‘The Supreme ( ourt reserved judgment on the matter 
which is an important point in the law of marriage. Jewish divorces. I find. are 
frequent in this country. Most parties, however, have a misconception of the 
effects resulting from a Jewish religious divorce. They do notseem to be aware 
that they cannot re-marry unless the tie of marriage has likewise been dissolved 
by the civil power.

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SOME MODERN JEWISH DOCTORS. 


Many steps in the advancement of science are due to Jewish scholarship, 
but it will always be impossible to give an exhaustive list. The workers 
Hebrew origin is seldom considered important in the case of a man of science, 
and sometimes it is cargfully masked. Though much trouble bas been taken to 
make the following details accurate,they are but a few contributions to the 
subject of the share of modern Jews in accumulating the scientific knowledge 
of mankind. 

According to Ribeyra de Santos: “We owe the greater part of our 
early knowledge of philosophy, botany, medicine, astronomy and cosmograpby, 
as well as the elements of grammar, and the holy languages. and the study of 
biblical literature to the Jews. They maintained their proficiency and fame in 
medical science throughout the Middle Ages, and as late as the lth century 
most of the renowned physicians were Hebrews. There was a time when the 
lives of all the rulers and prelates of Europe were in the bands of their Jewish 
body surgeons, and Francis I. of France (1515-1547) after expelling the Jows 
firmly refused to have a Christian. or even a converte! Jew as his surgeon. 
Rodrigo Lopez, who lived from 1:25 to 1.04}. was Queen Elizabeth's physician, 
The Jews have maintaine their high reputation in medical science on the 
continent, especially in Germany. In England we have so far few distin- 
guished physicians or surgeons, but it is not too much to expect that some of 
the younger generation may rival their eminent continental brethren in services 
to mankind. Many Jews have served as surgeons in time of war, 
among them Drs. M. Ascher and Maximilian Heine. Dr. G. Hartog Gerson, 
Dr. D. Assur Assing,and Dr. L. L. Jacobson took part in the Napoleonic 
campaigns. 

(Matzel) Asc ueR was born at Stampfen, Hungary, in and died 
in 1442. In his 7th year he entered the service of the Jewish Hospital in 
Rossau, the quarter of Vienna which de\ eloped into the modera Leopoldstadt. 
So much confidence was placed in his activity and judgment, that in 1709 he was 
appointed Director, During the war with the Turks he was brouyuht to the 
notice of the Emperor Joseph, who entrusted him with the management of the 
hospital in the tortress Leopoldstad!, and later of the hospital in Semlin 
(Slavonia). The Emperor rewarded bim witha written testimonial, and a costly 
ring bearing the imperial initialsin diamonds. In acknowledgment of his selt- 
aacrifice. tolerance. and love of mankind, which he showed during the invasion 
by the enemy, he received a ywolden civil medal of honour, and from the Czara 
similar distinction. During the outbreak of cholera he was appornted sanitary 
commissioner in the Rossau He was a learned Hebraist and pursued his 
favourite study even in extreme old aye. 


Maxrwintan Heixe,a brother of the poet, on completing his curriculum, 
entered the Russian muilit iry service and fought under General von Diebitsch 
against the Turks. At the end of the caimpaivn hesettled in St. Petersburgh as 
a physician, where bh: published a description of the Oriental plague and was 
co-editor of the J J thot St. Petersburgh, We died in 187!) at Berlin, 


1), ip Asst rk, who adopted the SUPA of Assin on baptism, was born 
at K  nigsberg in |787, and practised medicine in Hamburg, He joined ‘a 
cavalry regiment as surgeon in 1515, and died in 1842.. He was a great studeat. of 
the works of Hippocrates, and wrote poetry in the almanack of the muses and 
for his friends Kerner and Chamisso 


Livin JAcORSON was born in 1783 at Copenhaven. devated 
himself «arly to the study of comparative anatomy, and «uscovered in Is the 
so-called Jacobson’s organ in the nasal cavity of mammals, the fame of which 
Was rapidly spre ad by Cuvier. He went to Paris. where he published the results 
of his researches on the nasal gland. He also discovered J a obson’s rve., 
Notwithstanding his lirge practice at Copechagen he continued his research 
work on Ly mph essels, on the blood pretsure in ‘Veins, on the appli ation 
of chromic acid, and in the field of embryology. Even when working with 
Cuvier he spent m iah tune in the practice Of surgery, and his interest in 
military surgery led him to join the French army then overrunning Germany. 
Unfortunately he was seized with fever-at the hospital of Leipzig On 
recoveripy he the Hanov: rian legion as head surgeon, Among 
his useful work was the invention of a surgical instrument. His methodus 
lithoclastica secured for bim a Monthyon prize. He snecumbed to typhus in 


reputation as an accoucheur was great in his day, and 
the history of his perseverance In acquiring surgical skill under gigantic diffi- 
culties is perhaps more interesting than the works he left behind. He wrote on 
gynaecology, and on vaccination, a question which was being hotly debated at the 
beginning of this century. He was born in 1755, of very poor parentage, and 
his early education was limited, as usual in those days, to the study of Hebrew 
and the Talmu:!. . But fired with a desire for other studies he learned to read 
German with much difficulty. He learnt arithmetic by himself, and his father 
had him taught writing. When he attained the age of 13 he was expected to 
support himself, and an older brother helped him to learn‘a business. Elics 
meanwhile devoted his leisure to reading poetry, philosophy, and any books he 
could find, and also taught himself French, On the death of his employer the son 
placed so much reliance on him that the management of the whole concern 
practically passed into his hands. Unfor:unately he fell into bad company, and 
took his masters money to pay his debts incurred in gambling. Having confessed 
his crime he gave back all he owed, but he had irretrievably lost bis employer's 
confidence. He told the story of bis temptation to save others, and returned home 
too utterly dispirited toresume his studies. Before long he recognised the selfish- 
ness of his behaviour, in becoming a burden to his parents, and accepted a situa- 
tion as valet to Dr. Warburg, in the hope of improving himself. The doctor 
expected him to fulfil the duties of a servant, and required him to learn the art 
of hairdressing. In this situation he earned 1lv¥s. a month, with which to 
feed and clothe himself. In the two years spent with Dr. Warburg Henschel 
acquired much information about drugs. He gave up his situation, and tried 
supporting himself by teaching, but failiegin this he was glad to return to it 
until he left again to become a dealer in hay at the time of the war of the 
Bavarian succession. As nothing came of the war, he went back to Breslau 
poorer than ever. He was offered a place as valet to Count Polocki, for which 
some surgical skill was necessary. He was apprenticed to Homberg, a learned 
surgeon, and he showed so much aptitude at the Jewish hospital that he deter- 
mined to study surgery, and his late employer, Dr. Warburg, helped him by 
giving a recommendation to Professor Morgenbesser, and by securing for him 
free instruction at the Anatomical School. Professor Morgenbesser was so 
favourably impressed, that be urged Henschel to study medicine as well, but 
Henschel declined, fearing his poverty would prevent it. His great master then 
surprised Henschel by saying that at his request several wealthy members of the 
Jewish community had undertaken to allow Henschel £1 16s.a month whilst he 
continued his work. His gratitude tohis teachers was unbounded, and 
he took pleasure in preparing anatomical subjects, in which he was 
very skilled, for Morgenbesser. He was appointed Demonstrator in

The most important work from his pen wis 
on the sex of plants, and caused a storm in scientific circles, on account of the 
new views put forth. Even Goethe sent word to Dr. Henschel to say how mu, 
interested he was. So much opposition had been aroused that he determined 
not to publish any more botanical work, and devoted his attention to the 
enlargement and improvement of his herbarium, which became one of the 
finest in Germany. In 1816 he was appointed Privatdozeat, but having !|)ecome 
converted to Christianity, he was appointed extraordinary professor at Breslay 
in 1821. In 1822, he became ordinary professor, and in the following year 
Rector Magnificus. He lectured on various subjects, including the histor) «| 
medicine, anatomy, physiology. pathology, materia medica, etc. His writings 
dealt chiefly with the lives of Silesian doctors and the state of knowledge in 
that province. Healso wrote on Petrarch influence on learning philosophy and 
religion. His library was bequeathed to the Breslau students. Ferdinand Cohn. 
another great Jewish botanist, said of him: “ He was an excellent historian 
thoroughly reliable, yet enthusiastic and broad-minded ; a very Schliemann of 
the Silesian history of medicine, who unearthed: forgotten literary genius 
We did not realise his importance or value him sufficiently in his 
lifetime, because his native modesty prevented him from attracting attention. 


Meyer, formerly Abramson or Abrahamsohn, a son of Dr. Abraham Meyer 
of Hamburg, was born in Bohemia, and ts known to have practised in Ham!|ur 
between 1780 and 1794. He was physician to the Jewish hospital and a member 
of the Royal Swedish College of Health at Stockholm. [le died in 1817. His 
contributions to the then much discussed question of Vaccination, of which he 
was in favour, were numerous, and he wrote on man) medical subjects, including 
the uses of various drugs 


wrote a thesis on cirreumeision from a historical and a 
medical point of view for his degree of M.D. at Montpellier in 1864 He hii 
previously served in the Italian army. 


Marcus Evreser Biocon (1723-17) was apprenticed to a Jewish surgeon 
in Hamburg, whose influence and collection of books led him to study medicine 
He devoted bimself assiduously to the study of anatomy and natural science, 
and, after graduating, practised in Berlin and continued his work in natura! 
history. He was a painstaking and earnest observer, whose works on (iermian 
ani! foreivn fishes have secured hima hivh position. The Danish Society of 
nar oe crowned his book on the reproduction of parasitic worms and their 
antidotes, 


The Gerson family, which traced its descent from David Hartogh, a 
learned ‘Talmudist of Amsterdam, furnished many able practitioners to Hamburg 
in the Isth and 1%th centuries. Dr. Gerson Davids, the son of David Hartogh. 
seems to have been the first to setile in the great Hanse town after graduating a! 
Leyden in 174, when he wrote a dissertation, “ De calculis cysticis et hepaticis 
His son, Dr. Hartou Gerson, took his degree at Leyden in 175, and was appointed 
physician to the Jewish Hospital at Altona. The name of Gerson now became 
the common patronymic, Dr. Hartog Gerson had two sons, Dr. Hirsch Gerson and 
Dr. Joseph Gerson, an able practitioner and gynaecologist. Of the three sons 
of Dr. Hirsch Gerson who adopted the medical profession, Dr. George og 
(;er8on secured more than local fame.

> | - Historical traditions are not always reliable. What passes for history may 
F 4 often be traced to Volkepoesie, and if we were to carefully investigate the annals 


of the past, we would find many a well-established fact fade into fancy when the 
searchlight of truth is turned upon the local coloring and environment, which 
all too frequently invest popular creations of the mind with the semblance of 
reality. We need not go back to the pages of antiquity—to prove how fancy 
evolved into fact and how myths came to be fixed into history. The extravagant 
legends of the Middle Ages, which are now treasured. as precious literary 
survivals, contain much Culturgeschichte and made possible the science of com- 
parative folklore, but no one would dream of crediting the exploits of Hariin 
al Raecbid in Bagdad, or the “ Tales of the Genii” in Khorassan. Orient and 
oceident mect in the folk-tales and fables of the earlier centuries, and whilst 
the mass of these traditions are fanciful, there is many a historical fact hidden 
in an allegory, and many an unrecorded event buried in an apologue. The 
Rabbis of old clothed many a fact with garments of fancy, and smuggled impor- 
tant contemporary ews into a parable or a homily. In order not to 
give offence to the powers that ruled, they veiled their references to Greece, 
Rome or Persia with a tact and skill which we are learning to appreciate as 
scientific inquiry advances. The modern student of the Talmud and Midrash 
no longer ignores a legend or an allegory, a fable or a metaphor ; he recognises 
in them the historic kernel wrapped in an ethical case, and the comparative folk- 
lorist may trace back a goodly number of tales and Miirchen to the ingenious 
sages of Israel. Mr. Joseph Jacobs, an acknowledged authority. claims that

house that Jack built,’ and “ The Old Woman and her Pig,” are fashioned after 
the Passover doggerel, “ (ne kid, one kid,” known as Chad Gadia. That the 
Jews in turn borrowed the idea from an old .French ballad the writer has 
demonstrated elsewhere. (/ierue dee Etudes Jueves, 1896) There are many 
instances of such—possibly unconscious—borrowing in modern literature. 
Schiller’s story of the “ Women of Weinsberg,” with its romantic sketching of 
conjugal fidelity, is told of the devoted wife of a resident of Sidon, in the 
Talmud, and Shakespeare's Seven Aves of Man (in “As You Like It”) was 
anticipated by the Midrash (Av/eleth Rubba to IL, 1), whilst the Jewish 
philosopher, Philo, transmits a similar division into Heptades, in the name of 
Hippocrates. 

How history is woven from the woof of fancy. and how that fancy in turn 
illustrates a phase of contemporary culture, may be seen in the recent researches 
of Dr. S. Krauss, who claims that the historical background of the Festival of 
Chanucah rests upon the barbarous custom which still survives, and is known to 
the student of the term jus primae noctis. But 900 years before Dr. Krauss, the 
Onental polyhistor, Albiruni (ca, 100) C.E.), proves the same theory in a small 
paragraph of. his “ Chronology of Oriental Nations,” to establish which a modern 
scholar wrote two-score pages, 

It will be seen from the above, how important a legend, or a fancy, ora 
local myth is in the evolution of Weltyveschichte, and that every fable or folktale. 
however extravagant, has its uses in explaining the central idea around which 


it clusters.

a The legend of the Virgin's portrait in the Cathedral of Mexico is a case in 
:} te * point. Just how much of the tradition, which was transmitted from generation 
See 7 to veneration, is true, we have no means of determining. That there was a 


Jewish painter in Mexico about that time is proven by a reference in a list of 
victims punished by the Inquistion, Por Juda/-ante, for Judaizing. We know. 
furthermore, that toward the latter part of the sixteenth century there was a 
larve colony of Marranos, or secret Jews, in Mexico and South America. a record 
of whose loyalty and martyrdom will fill a volden page in our history. From a 
chronolovical “list of the heretics who were proclaimed and punished in the 
Cathe iral,” in the City of Mexico (the names are published by me in full else- 
where), we glean that, as early as 15:39. one, Francisco Millan, tavern-keeper, was 
arraigned by the Holy Tribunal for “Jewish heresy.” There were 
three other Marranos punished in 1578: one in 157%: ten in 1590: four 
o in 1591; three in 1593; one in 15%4; and forty-seven in 15%). In the year

It contains. among 
other important documents, illustrations (engravings) of the tortures to whic}, 
a number of Marranos—many being women—were subjected for |. ng 
“ adherents of the dead law of Moses.” From 1625 to 1795 nearly two hundred 
Jews were publicly disgraced and executed by the Inquisition. In the , 
heretics " above mentioned, two brothers, Jeorge and Domingo Rios, are sp... , 
of as residents of Manilla, in the Philippines, in 1593 ; and, in 1649, Manuel a, 
Granada, Pedro Lopez Nunes and Luis Fernandez are cited as hailing from ¢}, 
same place. One, a native of Hamburg, Germany, we learn from the same 
source, lived in Puerto de San Juan de Ulna, Porto Rico, in 159, These farsc 
are of interest in connection with recent events. 

The data herein enumerated are sufficient to show that Judios (Jews), 0) as 
they are called in official documents, Christianos Nuevos (New Christians). 
flourished in large numbers in Mexico in the latter decades of the X VIth and ip 
the early years of the X VIIth centuries. According to the brief descrip: joy 
which is affixed to each name in the catalogue of martyrs (published in y. 
Viejo, ete. . . . por Luis Gonzalez Obregon, IL, Mexico, 1895, pp. 353-380), cited 
above, many trades and professions were represented. There are innkeepers. 
carpenters, merchants, soldiers, sailors, scribes (clerks), plasterers, workers jy 
stone and metal, advocates and physicians, students and clergymen (friars. who 
were subsequently arraigned for J udaising), mentioned in these tabulated records 
of the Inquisition. A painter (pin/?ro), Don Manuel del Valle, who was 4 
descendant of New Christians, flourished about the time referred to in connection 
with the story of the Virgin's portrait, and he may have served as the historic 
model of the Jew-dog (perro judio) figuring in the following account (Cf 
Stirling's “ Annals of the Artists of Spain,” 1848, vol. L, p. 186. 

Since early infancy, so writes a modern historian of Mexico, we have bcar. 
from our sainted vranny the legion of the “ Lady of Forviveness” (La Vi py, 
del Perdin), whose image is preserved in the Cathedral of Mexico. The portrai: 
was painted on the panel of an antique door that had once belonged to one of 
the cells of the Inquisition. Whether there was any connection between 
the dungeons of the Holy Office and the Cathedral, we are not told by th 
chronicler. It is not unlikely to assume, in view of recent revelations in Cunha 
since the Spanish and American War, that there were secret torture chan) 
within the walls of the church, where those suspected and condemned by hy 
Inquisitors were publicly tried and punished. The portrait, alleged to have 
been painted by a Jewish artist in the \ VI. century, hangs behind the chance! 
between the images of Senor San José and Senora Santa Anna on either side 
and is carefully covered with a frame of crystal and silver, affording an «x:juisite 
contrast to the rich colouriny beneath. It 1s still one of the art treasures of the 
church and is looked upon with awe and mystery, for it is nothing shori of a 
miracle that such a subject could have inspired an avowed follower of Moses. 
We will quote the account of the archwologist Obregon, who in his Me. 

(Old Mexico). IL, 1895, pp. 5¢—65, devotes a curious chapter to the painter of 
the image of the “ Virgin of Pardon.” . 

Who painted her’ Acd how’ A great many years have passed since 
the artist lived, indeed so many, that it is within no one’s recollection. Way 
back in the history of Mexico, when there were yet no Presidents, but Viceroy 
Captain-Generals, when the people were wealthier and happier, and more 
devout, there lived a Jew dog,” who, because of his evil ways, was imprisoned by 
order of the [Inquisition (established in1571.)  Badas he was, he knew how to 
paint, since God is merciful even to His enemies, and dispenses His grace to al! 
creatures alike. The Jew was isolated in his cell, and was not permitted to 
communicate with anyone, save when he was led under escort to the judges for 
cross-examination. Nor did he seem to be in any way occupied when his jailer 
brought him his meals,and he knew no other prayer than his Jewish jargon. He 
continued to live thus a long time. One day he asked for brushes oad colours to 
divert his monotony, and they did not deny him such innocent amusement. The 
prisoner had in his earlier years visited the temples of Europe, and his wonder 
and curiosity had been excited by the paintings of virgins and saints tha! 
abounded in, and adorned the interiors of all the churches. It occurred to him 
now, fretting in solitary confinement, to paint on the door of bis cell the image 
of the Virgin whose portrait years ago attracted his attention. He prepared hus 
colours, took up his brush, “and remembering that most saintly virgin, whose 
sweet and devout countenance at first sight invites one to prayer, and whose 
benign physiognomy conquered the heart,” he painted and painted until! the 
picture was finished. 

Once, when the jailer entered the cell to supply him with food and drink, 
the Jew showed him his handiwork with a pride and complacence «uite 
natural in one who is consciousof having accomplished something extraordinary. 
Though a rough and ignorant man, the keeper was amazed at beholding such : 
beautiful painting. Being much moved at the sight, he informed the Inquisitors, 
who, on repairing to the cell, were equally touched and charmed by the beauty 
of the image, and persuaded the artist to believe that a miracle had been 
wrought. They made it clear to him that nothing remained for him to do but 
to regret his sins and even promised to forgive them if he complied. The Jew 
upon this admonition cried, confessed his sins, abjured his faith (a/ jure 
and being set at liberty became a good Christian. Since then the wonderful 
painting graces the chancel of the Cathedral in Mexico and the people called it, 
Virgen del Perdon, the Lady of Forviveness. 


*It is curious to note that Shylock is also called Jew-dog, and, in speaking of Antoni, 
says : “ He hath an argosy bound to Tripolis, another to the Indies; I understand more- 
over upon the Rialto he hath a third at Mexico,” etc. Is this a vague allusion, or 4 
historic hint at the commercial relations then existing (XVI) between Venice and the 
Indies and Mexico.

The French Rabbis have wisely refrained from 
tampering with these passages, Children are not troubled by these things ; it is 
the adult conscience that is tried by them. [f they are to be discussed at all it 
must beafter Mr. C. G. Mentefiore 's manner, and that nee!s a commentary as 
well as a mere translation. The second class of passages that have to be dealt 
with sof another kind. They present “moral” difficulties, that is to say, they 
contain accounts of uncbastity and so forth, often condemned by Scripture 
itself, but the report of which seems to many injurious to the youthful mind 
The stories of Dinah and-of Tamar are cases in point, There isonly one course 
possible, Such passages must be bodily omitted in a Bible for the young, 
M. Zadoc Kahn and his coadjutors have mostly followed this course. 
Sometimes they retain incidents—such as that of Joseph and Potiphar's 
wife—which an English abridger would have cut out. But the difficulty cannot 
aways be met by omission. Thus the imprisonment of Joseph must | 
and justified. How is this to be done unless the incident just referred to is 
described ’ The French editors, however. have shown us that there is an 
alternative to complete omission and complete admission. They have, bya 
slight euphemism, avoided the unpleasantness in the story of Lot's daughters 
Here, again, the whole incident could ‘not possibly be omitted, for it is 
necessary that the child should know that Moab and Ammon were blood 
relations of Israel. The third class of passage contains lists of names which it 
Is hardly hecessary for a chkd to learn. Such a list is the genealogy of Edom 

which is rightly omitted in this French edition. 

The editors give no chepters and verses. In place of the numbers, they 
provide descriptive headinge of the sections. This is very wise. If a chapter 
is Omatted, it is best not to call the child’s attention to the fact. Altogether, M. 
Zadoe Kahn and his colleagues have done their work well. Naturally, the book 
isnot suriable for English children, owing to the language in which it is written, 
but teachers and parents who know French will find many useful suggestions 
for their guidance. It may also be mentioned that it is a very useful thing to 
“tcourage the young to employ a foreign translation of the Bible. In this way 
two objeets can be simultaneously attained, namely familiarity at once with the 
Bible and the foreign language.

Was Spinoza a Datchma: or a Spaniard’ This is a point to which Dr 
Freudentval of Breslau devotes detailed attention in his recent exhaustive work 
We may as. well say at the outset that he leans stronwly to the opinion that 
da h Sp 1 Was born at Amsterdam on November 24th, 1632. It has been 
irgei by some authorities that he was Spanish by birth and did not come to Holland 


till he had reached his l4th yea! in proof of which the following :—1. Spinoza 
nad only a very indifferent acquaintance with the Dutch language, whereas he wrote 
in Spanish like his mothertongue. 2. There is aletter extant which Spinoza wrote 


to Burg which he refers to the martyrdom of the Jews in 44 ins ichagraphn 
style, that it has been taken for granted that he was an eye-witness of this 
vent. If this were so, he must have been a boy of about 14. 3. His name 


does not appear in the list which Mendes gives of the pupils who attended

israc! Zangwill as a Novelist. 


In the new volume (“ Victorian Novelists,” by Mr. James Oliphant) of the 
Victorian Era Series (Blackie), Rudyard Kipling and I Zancwill are coupled 
together in the last chapter as the only two young men likely to rank with the 
dead masters of Victorian fiction. The writer says; 

it is not necessary to bespeak appreciation of Mr. Zangwill on the ground of his good 
fortune in finding a new field of interest for poetic creation. It is true that but for his 
distinctively Jewish note he would probably have had to wait somewhat longer for his 
popularity, but his genius would sooner or later have compelled recognition, whatever 
lass of subject he had been led to choose. 


Mr. A. Cahan, the leading Jewish novelist in the States, contributes to the 
December Forum a critical study of Mr. Zangwill’s Play, “Children of the 
Ghetto.” In the course of some admiring comments dealing with the disputed 


question of the dramatic structure of the play, Mr. Cahan says : 
It ie a piece of art, and the interest it is intended to arouse is one of pure wsthetics. 


The central motive of the play flows from one of the most unique and interesting situa- 
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tions ever exploited by the stage: and the artistic detail which the critics have found 
superfiuous is made up of pulsating bits of life each contributing to the reality of the vital 
parts of the play and all harmoniously blending into an ensemble of singular power and 
beauty. So far from retarding the progress of the drama, these character studies seem to 
quicken it by adding to the convincing force of the story. The play consists of a mass of 
human interest—as varied in its fun and its sadness as life itself, out of which the basic 
event shapes itself in the most natural way. It belongs to the same class as Hauptmann’s 
“ Der Weber,” where a mu!titude of types and seemingly detached scenes combine to throw 
into high relief the central idea of the play. It is a breathing, throbbing picture of a social 
phenomenon instinct with historical as well as dramatic interest. Altogether “ Children 
of the Ghetto " is a masterly picture of life, teeming with types and ideas, the first drama 
of real Jewish life ever put on a Gentile stage. 


A Study in Names—A.D. 1220. 


BY MR. MYER DAVIS. 


It has been stated in the columns of the Jewisu Curonicce that abstracts 
of the pleadings before “ the Justices assigned tothe custody of the Jews” for 
the year 1220 are found in print, and are easily accessible. London students 
need only go the Guildhall Library, fill up aslip with the magic words, “Cole's 
Documents, A. 4, 5." and within five minutes the volume required will reach 
their hands. The entries, couched in crabbed and abbreviated Latin, will present 
serious difficulties to the enquirer, difficulties that can only be overcome by 
patience and labour. These entries occupy nearly fifty pages of close print. 
An analysis of the contents would absor! much time and space, so it is deemed 
advisable to consider solely the names that appear, and leave larger considera- 
tions severely alone. 

The names might well be arranged in three distinct sections : First, single 
names like Moses, Isaac, David, &c., with or without the mention of locality, as 
the case may be ; 2nd, double names, such as Benedict Crespin, Samuel Cymac, 
and others ; Srd, names with qualifications, such as Joce the Presbiter, Aaron 
le Blund, Sam Reynard, Isaac Longus, and similar means of identification. 

Place aux dames. Within the compass of these fifty pages, fifteen feminine 
names only are presented to view. Rose of Bungay and Sarah of London may 
pass without comment. These fore-names were always great favourites. Antera 
of Coventry is apparently a misreading, asx the letters » and.» are written 
exactly alike. Antera, then, should be Autera, the Latinised form of Auster, now 
modernised into Esther. When Antera for Autera is found in a Latin docu- 
ment, and a Hebrew counterpart is forthcoming, the form “ND8 is employed ; 
that establishes the identity suggested. Avegay,a very common name for a 
lady, takes the guise in Hebrew of 9°38 Abigail. Belina of Norwich is our 
modern Bella; found in Hebrew as &2°7'3. Chera, frequently with its variant 
Preciosa (darling) was much in evidence: in Hebrew it assumes the analogous 
form of N°. Comitissa, much used in Norwich, Gloucester and Hereford, 
was greatly liked as giving dignity an«d importance to the bearer. It coincides 
with the Hebrew form X'C5NR, “the grand dame.’ The use of the definite 
article “ the’ in this connection makes it probable that the actual name of the 
lady concerned is concealed. She is “ The Countess,’ minus a name, standing 
in a lofty communal position, much like Cok, without a fore-name, representing 
the male chieftain in his sphere of influence. 

Damet of Norwich interchanges with Pucel, both signifying maiden. 
Occasionally it actually takes the Saxon form “ Maydun,” which again gives way 
to Almah, the Hebrew 757P, all meaning the same thing. Godenotand Godilet 
are puzzles. The root-word is Goda, connected possibly with the modern Gulda. 
If Pigo of Norwich were now alive, her intimates would surely call her Peggy. 
Regina, an immense favourite, is, of course, both Reyna and Malka 372, all 
meaning “queen.” Lastly, Rika (nasty) still finds a place in our modern 
somenciature. Purely Christian names being held in disfavour, we find no 
mention, at any time, of a Lucy, or a Martha, or a Matilda, or a Susan, &c. 

Among men, the leaning was always in favour of Scriptural names, Moses 
and Isaac taking the lead. Next come French names such as Bonami, Bonenfant, 
Deulecresse ; and in their wake follow Angevin, Bretun and Pictavir, clearly 
conveying the odour of their origin across the Channel. Baruch and Berechiah 
are recorded as Benedict or Benoit, Menahem obtains its counterpart in Manser. 
and Jacob comes forth in diminutive dress either as Copin or Joppin. The first 
syllable is dropped, Cob becomes Cop or Jop, and the diminutive is tagged on. 

At the period under review, surnames were gradually pressing themselves to 

the fore, and Jews were not behindhand in adopting the popular fashion. - The 
old style was regarded as awkward, troublesome and deceptive. For instance, 
say that four Jacobs hailing from Oxford took up their settlement, one in 
London, one in Winchester, one in Bristol, an1 one in Norwich. Each was Jacob 
of Oxford and Jacob of the new spot. Utter confusion ensued. 
was presented in the Court of the Jews’ Exchequer, emanating from Jacob of 
Oxford, the justices were nonplussed in distinguishing their man. The difficulty 
was only partially obviated by calling one “long Jacob” because of his stature. 
another “ Jacob of the Shool,” a third “ Jacob Kone” (Cohen), and the fourth 
“Jacob the dog.” Surnames were imperative, but it took a long time ere they 
were hatched into existence. In the roll now being examined they amount to no 
more than a round dozen or so. 

Benedict and Jacob Crespin were arch-usurers of their period. The word 
is not used in an offensive sense. For 3) years they swayed the London Jewry. 
“Pin” is a diminutive termination, attached to the common form “ Cress.” in 
the same way as Joce is elongated into Jocepin. Slund was a frequent surname. 
owned in 1220 by Elias, Isaac and Leo. Originally it was descriptive, signifying 
fair-complexioned, It occurs very often as {2° in contradistinction to Morel 
and Niger, Hebraised into WM’, Jacob Cymac and Samuel Cornec convey no 
intelligible meaning. Sampson Furmentin, son of Abraham, comes within 
the same disappointing category. Solomon Turbe is a misspelling for Turke. 
Samuel Reynard would now be gazetted as Samuel Fox. Moses Mocke was at 
home and in the synagogue Moses ben Abraham. Later on he was hanged, and 
a waggish clerk of the Exchequer caricatured him on a roll, frequently cited 
and printed as a curiosity, A writer, dwelling on his usurious practices, seriously 
affirms that the word Mocke is synonymous with “ Muck,” an explanation that 
does credit to his ingenuity, but deviates from the truth. Sampson Cokman of

London was a communal leader; Sampson, the man who is Cok (of the walk). 
A Northampton Cok figures on the roll, but his actual name is not revealed. 

Now when we enter the arena of description and titles, we meet with matter 
of some interest. We discern that one Isaac of Canterbury was styled “long” to 
distinguish him from other Isaacs ; that Jacob of London was Jacob the Turk: that 
the treasurer of the Bristol congregation was Abraham Gabbay ; that the lay 
controller of the Colchester community was Benedict the Bailiff ; that in Exeter 
Deulecress acted as Bailiff; and that in Lincoln a certain Isaac and a Benedict 
fil Pictavin were charged with the custody of the official chest, containing the 
Shetaroth (documents) of the Jewish townspeople. Two men, Benedict and 
Manser, are cited as “ parvus ” ; it is difficult to determine whether it means smal! 
in stature, or junior in status, As we find in Hebrew “{P?"” for senior, and 
37 for “junior, we may assume that condition is meant, not size. 

Manser, both scriptor and clericus, figures often asa litigant. So does Joce 
Presbiter. the chief lavman of his time, the medium of communication between 
the Crown and the Jews. I have seen both their autographs, one over the othe, 
in an importantdocument. One sigas %5)00 BNR, Menahem the Writer: the 
other signs ANNA ADY, Joseph the Seer. I am at aloss to determine whether the 
description 71M represents Joce asthe London Chazan, with a title now obsolete. 
or whether it depicts him as the arch Jayman—Presbiter or Supervisor—to which 
office he was promoted in) 1207. Incidental mention is made of his pre. 
decessor in office, one Jacob Presbiter, of whom nought is known. [It is passing 
strange that, throughout the roll, Joce Presbiter never figures in his capac ty as 
lav-chief of thecommunity. He stands on the same plane his contem)oraries. 
Were it not that it is known from an independent source that he held a highe: 
degree, and stood on a loftier pedestal than the remainder of his brethren, the 
fact would not be established by any entry contained in this 1220 roll. 

Two Jewish descriptions will conclude our survey. Cohen, a descendant 
of Aaron, is found in connection with three individualities ; Isaac Episcojus, 
Deulecresse Episcopus, and Solomon I’ Eveske.. Their privileges were then, as now 
purely nominal. They were not Dayanin, as has been frequently and freely 
asserte!, The Magisters, however, wielded great authority over their local 
congregations. They were the Rabbonim, each paramount in his own sphere ii! 
district, No such thing as a Chief Rabbi was known in the realm. Reference 
is made to Magister Elias of Norwich, Magister Elias of Lincoln, and his more 
famous son. Magister (Rabbenu) Joce. In the case of the Warwick Rav, a very 
common custom is followed, a custom which has the disadvantage of 
veiling the identity of the person mainly concerned. The Magister is alluded 
to by his title Magister only, his actual name standing unrevealed. Hence the 
notice, “ Elias, son of the Warwick Magister,” is not wholly satisfactory. Where 
the leading spiritual head was well known it was not necessary to mention him 
by name. History repeats itself to the present day. The “ Rav"—no name 
mentioned—is universally understood to designate Dr. Hermann Adler, in 
the same way as “the Prince” is recognised as an allusion to the Prince of 
Wales, 

I am sorely tempted to enter into some particulars in connection with the 
roll under investigation, apart from mere nomenclature; but the allurement 
must be resisted. It will suffice if one entry be reproduced as a specimen of the 
whole. Translated, it reads thus: “ Magister Joce, son of Magister Elias, 
complains of Peter of Scoteny and Vincent, the Bailiff of Hastings. While he 
was proceeding from Pevensey to Hastings, the aforesaid Peter and Vincent 
attacked him in breach of the peace of our Lord the King, and took from him 
the sum of twenty-one shillings, viz., Peter, sixteen shillings, and Vincent, five 
shillings. He is ready to produce one Christian, William Cornu, and one Jew, 
Abraham ben Samuel, who were present, saw the attack, and can testif) 
thereon. The same Joce submits as his advocate his sister's husband, Isaav. 
The plaintiff here concerned was a famous Lincoln Rav, known as Rav Joce 
de Nicol (Lincoln), a Rabbinical clerie of renown, whose fame had spread 
beyond the English shores. He is often mentioned in the Tosefoth, and his 
decisions are quoted as authoritative. 

The roll, in one entry, speaks of “‘ Passover of the year, when the lunar 
cycle of the Jews was 1/)" ; andin another some stress is laid on the circum: 
stance that “it was the custom of certain knights to possess two seals, using 
one when executing an obligation of indebtedness to a Jewish creditor, and 
producing another when bent on evading payment. The famous Isaac of 
Norwich appears as a constant litigant, and he is credited with possessing his 
* Armiger, esquire, which leads one to believe that Isaac had the status of a 
knight, 

The names discoverable in the roll constitute but a mere tithe of the whole 
number owned by the Jews of early England. A comprehensive survey is 
desirable. It would form interesting and entertaining reading. if carefully 
conceived and executed.

As far as the tailors are concerned, their position has seen no 
ypelioration. The complaints one heard at the beginning of 1299 are yet 
edible at the present time. The amalgamation of the Independent Tailors’ 
vers and Machinists Union with the International Tailors’. Preesers’ and 
schinists’ Union, the two organisations which had been at variance for 
vgs, augured well for the tailoring trade. Hopes ran high, that now, the 
hatchet being buried, better times would be in store for the tailors. Plans w in 
nade for conducting an active campaign for a 10) hours working day, and other 
cteps were contemplated for the consideration of the men and women engaged 
in the tailoring trade, These proposals were however not to be realised. for the 
pion was dissolved, — he London Tailors’, Pressers’ and Machinists’ [ 
to exist, and in its stead the Independent and International Unions 
segscitated, but their revival was not long-lived as soon as the United Tailors’ 
Protection Society, the London Pressers’ Union and the London Tailors’ 
achinists | nion were established. Owing to the different methods of labour 
¢ the various sections of the trade, it was thought more advisable to call into 
existence district organisations, Attempts were made to secure the adhesion of 
the Jewish Tailors with the Amalgamated Society of Tailors, but although 
there is a Jewish branch of that Society, the efforts proved futile ; the explana- 
tion being that the condition of labour prevailing among the tailoring trade

veperally could not be applied to those of th Jewish tailors, It is however 
pleasing to record that the above-mentioned Unions work amicably with each 
other, and it has been decided to form an Executive Council for the purpose of 
supervising the action of the three Tailors’ societies, This step is a hopeful 
sign that all discord is at an end, and that the leaders have at last become con- 
vinced of the fact that nothing but complete union and harmony will effect a 
turn for the better in the condition of the tailors and tailoresses, For the 
latter it is to be regretted nothing has been done and no steps have been taken 
toorganise them. Notwithstanding the repeated counsel given by old and 
experienced trade unionists, that the men engaged in the tailoring trade would 
be able to 4o nothing unless the women were also taught the value of organisa- 
tion. the unions decline to receive female members and have taken no steps to 
form a separate union for them. 

The Ladies Tailors and Mantle Makers are somewhat more fortunate 
Their Union, established now for some years, is, despite serious crises, still in 
existence and has made it possible for the men to obtain some really good 
concessions from the masters. During the year frequent meetinys have been 
held for the purpose of inducing those not yet members to join the ranks; One 
of the reasons this Union has not progressed so well as it would otherwise have 
done is that, as among the men tailors, personal matters have always interfered 
with the development of the Union. Another drawback is the club in 
onnection with the organisation. The men think more of recreation than of 
Trade Unionism. ‘There are many among the members who would like to see 
the club-house closed, but as yet those holding that opinion are in the minority. 
The Ladies Tailors and Mantle Makers have not lost any of their hard- 
won concessions, but they have not made any further headway, 

As far as the Military and Uniform Tailors and Tailoresses are concerned, 
the Union known by that appellation and so flourishing has now to be 
reorganised owing to a series of personal recriminations amongst the members 
of the Committee. There is not much necessity for those engaged in this trade 
to Wage war against the masters; the workers being to a great extent protected 

the London County Council Schedule. of hours and prices, They 
hare, however, to be wide awake that the contractors shall not violate or recede 
from any of the conditions imposed upon them by the authorities. Viewing 
the taloring trade as a whole, no substantial progress of any kind can be 
recorded, 

The cap makers have passed through a trying time. The majority of the 
members ot the Union, which was exceedingly flourishing, came to the con- 
usion that a club should be established. A considerable section protested, but 

without avail. The Club, however, was not destined to exist for very long, and 
ine Union was weakened by reason of the more earnest members leaving the 
organisation, Eventually the club had tu be closed, and the Union is now being 
reorganised. ‘he time lostin quarrelling about the club question will continue 
to make itself felt for some time to come. Whilst the workers strive with each 
other the masters seize the opportunity for either lengthening the heurs of 
bour or cutting down the prices. 
_ One of the strongest Unions is the Amalgamated Cigarette Makers’ and 
lobaceo Cutters’ Union, Not only have the Committee been obliged to enlarg: 
the premises owing to the increased membership, both male and female, but the 
workers in the tobacco trade have also been able to maintain their good 
position, [tis pleasant to note that.this Union is one of the best managed in 
London. 

Une cannot but report favourably of the cabinet makers. The two Unions 
the Branch (No, 4) of the Alliance Cabinet Makers’ and Furnishing Trades’ 
Association, and the Independent Cabinet Makers’ Association, are both strong 
nmerically and financially, The former has at its disposal the large funds of 
the parent association, and the latter has been able to accumulate a goodly sum 
in case Of need, 

Bal he position of the bakers is still as bad as ever. |The International 
akers’ Union is weak and cannot do anything for the hardest-worked and 
worst-paid of Jewish workmen. Everything has been tried to cause an amelio- 
ration ; strikes, co-operative bakery, etc., but failure has attended all these 
measures. Owing to abnormally lopg hours, the journeymen bakers have no 
means of bringing their grievances before the public and the want of contact

Another matter broached ha« 
been the Federation of Friendly Societies. It is a well-known fact that some 
individuals make it quite a business to join as many Friendly Societies as possible 
with a tendency to declare upon the funds at the earliest opportunity. It has 
also been found that the Distress Fund of each organisation is too small to be 
of any real assistance in urgent cases. It has therefore been sugvested that a 
Federation might be able to deal with these very important matters. For the 
present no practical step has been taken to consolidate and strengthen the 
existing Jewish Friendly Societies. It is stated that Mr. E. Koenig, the Genera! 
Secretary of the Order “ Achei Brith,” is preparing a Federation Scheme for the 
consideration of the Societies. 

An urgent complaint is the lack of meeting accommodation, and the ever 
increasing number of societies makes it very difficult to obtain suitable quarters. 
The desire for special halls has been very often expressed, but want of funds 
has been the cause of nothing being done in this direction. 

As to the management of the societies, the members of a good many have 
yet Lo be taught * business. The Way in which the affairs of some societies 
are conducted is nothing short of scandalous, but time will no doubt remedy 
this defect. 

Financially the year has been a bad one; for the amount of sick pay 
distributed has been very high one society alone -numbering 4) memix r—paid 
away in one quarter 379 days of sick pay. The majority of the societies have 
however. been able to oeainee the storm without eucroa hing upon the reserve 
funds. ‘The crisis has fully justified those who insist upon a larger reserve and 
smaller management expenses, Few of the societies would be certified by an 
actuary as financially sound. The remedy.is, of course,in consolidation. Aud 
yet the number ol societies goes on increasing despite the obvious lesson,

When tender drain it in a colander and press out the water; rub. it thr ugh 
a hair sieve, and then add sufficient well-flavoared hot stock to dilute it to the right 
thickness. Season to taste and make quite hot without bringing it toa boil, for this 
would spoil the fine green colour.

CoLp Spicep BeEer.—Hang a joint of three ribs for three or four days: remove 
the bones and rub the meat weil with salt, a little saltpetre and baysalt, brown sugar. 

Let it lie for ten days, tarning and rubbing it 
every day; then put it into a baking dish with some suet over it and covered with a ernst 
made of flour and water; bake slowly till quite tender. Remove the crustand suet. press 
and serve cold.

is thoroughly incorporated. 


GLORIFIED BREAD PUDDING.—Eleven eggs,a quarter of a pound of castor sugar, 
three ounces of dried and sifted brown bread-crambs,a glass of sherry, the crated rind 
of a lemon, and a salt spoonful of ground cloves. The yolks of the eggs to be beaten with 
the sugar, the bread to be first soaked in the wine, then mixed with the lemon, spices 
eggs and sugar, and all stirred well together. The whites of the eggs must be beaten to a 
stiff froth, and stirred lightiy into the pudding; pour the massinto a well-greased mould 
and set it immediately into boiling water, or elee it will get heavy, and boil it for two 
hours and a-half; serve with egg and wine sauce. The pudding mouid should be one with 
a tight-fitting cover. 


SPAGHETTI AND TOMATO.—Put a quarter of a pound of spaghetti into boiling 
water with an onion stuck with cloves. Let it boilfor halfan hour: then. having taken
